DAMAGE IS ENORMOUS 


Police of Pittsburg Res- 
cue Invalids Who May 


Succumb to Shock 


Water Begins to Recede—Floods 


Throughout Ohio and 


Indiana. 


Pittsburg, 
Pa., 
Feb. 
17.—The 


flood reached its crest, 3 0 7 teet Sun- 
day 
afternoon. 
A 9 o'clock 
last 


night the stage was 30 feet and fall- 
ing two feet an hour. Intense cold 
and heavy falls of snow are adding 
to the sufferings of the people m the 
flooded districts who did not abandon 
their homes. The police m searching 
through deserted houses have found 
a number of sick persons, some of 
whom have been without attention 
for days. It is expected that several 
deaths will occur. 


Miles of territory in Greater Pitts- 


burg and vicinity is submerged, and 
it will be some time before the ^nater 
will be back in the channels of the 
rivers and numerous small streams. 
Thousands' of business houses in the 
downtown portion of Pittsburg are 
attempting today to clear the cellars 
of their buildings of water. 
Every 


few feet alpng the sidewalu are men 
pumping, the water and hundreds of 
these1 little streams can be seen spout- 
ing intf> the streets. Electric light 
plants in these, buildings and other 
valuable machinery is practically a 
total loss. 


Manufacturers today are counting 


their losses. Low estimates of &? n- 
ages place it at $2,500,000 In addi- 
tion to this 30,000 men are tempor- 
arily out of employment. The loss 
in wages alone will amount to 5300,- 
000. 
Just notv the Idleness is an 


especial hardship, as thousands of 
men had just returned to work. 


LUMBER PEOPLE LOSE THOUS- 


ANDS. 


Evansville, 
Ind., Feb. 
17.—The 


Ohio river, at 8 o'clock last night, 
stood 31.8 feet and was rising rapid- 
ly. This is a rise of 4.1 feet in 2* 
hours, and the danger line of 35 feet 
will be jpassed by tonight. Reports 
from points along Green river state 
that the stream is still rising. Thou- 
sands of ties welfe swept away dnr- 
ing the day and the loss to lumber 
people wiH- amount to thousands of 
dollars. Wabash river is also rising 
and thousands of acres of wheat are 
overflowed. Farmers are working 
hard to get their stock to places of 
safety. 


200 FAMILIES ARE HOMELESS. 


East 
Liverpool, O-, Feb. 
17.— 


Probably 200 families in this city, 
Smith's Ferry, Pa., and Wellsville, 
Ohio, have been made homeless for 
the present on account of the flood 
in the Ohio river. Six potteries and 
numerous 
other 
manufacturing 


plants located along the river have 
been flooded, but, however, not as 
seriously as last year.

present time. The loss to the county 
by the washing out ot loads and 
damage to bridges will be great.

FATALITY AT UPPER SANDUSKY. 


Upper Sandusky, O., Feb. 17.—The 


Sandusky and other streams of this 
county are on a rampage and the low- 
lands are flooded. "At noon yester- 
day John Miller and Charles Nutter 
attempted to drive over an inundated 
road and the vehicle, horse and oc- 
cupants were swept into the torrent 
of the river. 


Miller and the horse weie drowned 


but Nutter saved his lite by swim- 
ming to a tree, where he was res- 
cued 
The body of Miller has been 


found. 


DISASTROUS FLOOD AT WHEEL- 


ING. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Feb. 17.—Sev- 


en thousand persons were driven from 
their homes, railroad communication 
almost completely cut off, and bus- 
iness suspended, damage wrought to 
extent of many thousands of dollars, 
Wheeling today is suffering from a 
disastrous flood. Street car service 
with the Ohio side has been cut off 
and industrial plants without excep- 
tion are idle. High water will prob- 
ably be maintained until late otday, 
while it will be the middle of the 
week before normal conditions are 
restored.

Mrs. John -Neipp, her son, 8 years. 
Theodore NeTpp, son, aged 5 years. 
•Hiram Parker, €5, Sylvania. 
Burt Blankley of Sylvania, George 


Bragdon of Toledo, and Mayor Jones 
and his wife of Sylvania are among 
the more seriously injured, and the 
first two are believed to be fatally 
hurt. 


Among the passengers on the ill- 


fated car were Hon. and Mrs. J. C. 
Jones. Mrs. Jones is a sister of Edi- 
tor Harry Harris of the Utica Herald 
and is well known in this city. Her 
husband was a former member of the 
Legislature. They are now making 
their home in Sylvania, near Toledo. 
The mother of Mrs Harris, residing 
at Utica, has been sent for, and while 
the injuries of Mrs. Jones are pain- 
ful they are not thought to be serious. 
Mr. Jones is well known to Newark 
and Licking county residents, who 
will be glad to learn of his escape.

HE salesman who comes to your office to do business with 
you sometimes has far less courtesy accorded him than 
is due his attainments. There is a feeling among some 


men that all salesmen are more or less bothersome fellows 
Who try to sell you something you don't want. And there is 
an element of snobbery in the attitude of some buyers—a 
feeling that the salesman belongs to a lower order because he 
solicits business. This attitude is unjust. There may be 
salesmen who do not call for the highest measure of respect, 
but that is the fault of the individual and not of the profes- 
sion. But there are salesmen who are worthy of the fullest 
measure of courtesy and respect, first because they are gentl- 
men, and next because they are business men, and next be- 
cause they are performing one of the most vital functions of 
society. 


The most helpful invention ever made would hardly have 


Its proper influence on civilization unless there were compe- 
tent salesmen to champion its rights, expose the fallacies of 
older methods, and tear down the stone wall of prejudice with 
which the average buyer surrounds himself. Many of the 
most civilized influences would fail to reach the people unless 
there were salesmen capable of clearing the way for them. 
The very channels of commercial progress are opened, not by 
inventors arid not by manufacturers, but by salesmen. Give the 
salesman the honor due his place in the world's work.

THOMAS HUSTOX "SUCCUMBS TO 


HEART DISEASE AND DIES 


ALOXE. 


Was last Sen by Neighbors Friday 


Afternoon—Served Wour Years 


in Civil War. 


Thomas Huston, aged 65, was found 


dead in his home, 114 South Second 
street, Sunday morning. 
The body 


was in a state of ecomposition, and 
rt is believed that the man had been 
dead for two days. 
The discovery 


was made by-Charles 
McGough, a 


shipping clerk at the Ball-Fintze Co., 
who is a son-in-law. Death •was due 
to heart disease. 


McGough and his Tvife 'have heen 


taking care of the house on South 
Second street. Mrs. Huston, wife of; 
the dead man, is & professional nurse 
an'd had been engaged at her occupa- 
tion at the home of Harry jVIussel- 


a short distance from the city 


the Hebron road. - She has spent 


most of the past six weeks at 
the 


Musseliuan home. 


Mr. Huston had been staying alone 


at his home. For rame months past 
he has suffered 'much from heart dis- 
ease Mid general weakness, but hi& 
condition was not considered serious. 
He was last seen on Friday afternoon 
between 3 and_4 o'clock, when 
he 


entered his home. Some neighbors 
believe they saw Mm Saturday bat 
are noi positive, and the condition of 
the body, when fonnd, points to the 
belief that he has dead before Satur- 
day. 


Upon entering the house McGough 


found the body of his father -in-la*w 
lying -in a doorway between the fin- 
ing room and kitchen, , attii'ed in a 
nightrote. The gas was burning in 
a sitting room stoy^e and also in the 
kitchen, the heat in the house being 
intense. Neighbors were notified and 
Assistant Coroner E. W. Wyiarch was 
summoned. 


The body was ordered removed to 


Criss -Bros. & Jones' underaking par- 
lors. 


Death was evidently due to heart 


disease, which may have 'been agffra- 
vated by the oppressive teat and the 
stifling air of the house. It is thought 
that Mr. Huston turned on the fires 
and lay on a 
coach 
in the dining 


room and later attempted to arise, 
staggering as far as the door, where 
he fell. 


;A bird in a cage in the dining room 


was also found dead, possibly from 
the heat and foul air.

Mrs. Huston, who was a loco-mo- 


tive engineer, was born in Ireland., 
and came to America early in his 
boy.hooji with his parents. Here he 
learned his trade and worked at it 
until the Civil -war, when he enlisted 
with the 51st Ohio Volunteers, serv- 
ing four years. He came to Newark 
from Canal Dover about 28 years 050.

the late home Tuesday at 2 p. m.. the 
Rev. L. C. Sparks officiating.
